Rich Men's Dishonesty.

It ts not true that embezziements, larcenies, def al- 
cations, and financial irregularities“ are the work 
of obsoure subordinates. On the contrary,it is 
wealthy. or fairly well off, cashiers, directors, and 
presidents who robthe banks; trust funds are 
stolen by men whose position in society has put 
them far above suspicion of such weakness, and 
ratiroad and other great corporations are despoiled 
by millionaires. 

A poor man has very little temptation to steal ten 
millions, or ene million. His needs and desires are 
so limited that such a sum has few attractions for 
him: He knows the possession of it would bea 
burden, and would probably lead to his detection 
and punishment. His reputation for honesty and 
trustworthiness is his capital, and he would risk 
everything by one false step. Say his principles 
are no better nor his conscience more active than 
those of other men who are tempted and do fall, 
yet the considerations herein named would hold 
him back from crime into which they madly 
rush, 

The wealthy, fast living, speculating financier 
who goes wrong “borrows” the funds intrusted to 
his care and uses them in kite-flying experiments. 
Wealth begets the desire for more, and he never 
gets enough. If he wins he returns the loan as a 
means of quieting his conscience, and a little later 
finds he bas sufficient nerve to make a larger draft 
upon his neighbors’ accounts. In his case the pos- 
session and use of money creates no suspicien 
against him. He therefore regards his chances of 
detection as small, and decides to take them. 
Furthermore, he relies on his wide acquaintance 
and influence to give him, if the worst should hap- 
pen, asafe deliverance in the courts or across the 
Canadian border.

Death of a Well Known St. Louis News- 
paper Man Last Night, 

William M. Spink, one of the most dely known 
newspaper men in St. Louis, died last nighf of ty pho- 
mania after along and painful filness. He was 87 
years of age. Wiil Spink was born in Montreal, 
Canada, and, having learned telegraphy, he was, 
when 16 years old, a first-class operator for the 
Western Union Company in Chicago. He took the 
greatest interest in the Telegraphers’ Union, and 
was secretary of that body in the unsuocessful 
strike of 1870. He then went into newspaper 
work, beginning on the Cincinnati Chronicle. He 
became telegraph editor of the Globe-Demoorat in 
1875, and for seven years he held the ition with 
the well earned reputation of being the very beat 
telegraph editor in the West. The amount of copy 
which he handled was simply marvelous. and to 
his good judgment and hard work is largely due 
the strength of the telegraphic service of the 
Globe. Besides the correspondence Mr. Spink took 
care of the sporiing news. The last work he did 
was on the Post-Dispatos, which he left but a 
couple of weeks before his death. For some time 
past hi- illuess was apparent, but it was only within 
three or four weeks that his family became 
seriously alarmed. Towards the end he sank rap- 
idly, and his death came more quickly than any 
one had anticipated. The arrangements for the 
funeral have not yet been competed. Tue news of 
Willi Spink’s death will be received with deep sor- 
row, not alone among the newspaper fraternity of 
this city, wherein he was deservedly popular, bu: 
among the hundreds of friends drawn fo hima by 
the sterling qualities of his character.

A Serious Accident to Lottie Watson, the 
Weman With the “Iron Jaw.” 


Atpany, N. Y., July 1.—Lottie Watson, the 
woman with the iron jaw, with Vana Amburg's cir- 
cus, met with ap accident yesterday afternoon that 
will cause her retirement from the ring.
